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(57) Abstract : PURPOSE: To omit signal lines to a detecting unit by receiving a 
signal radiowave transmitted from a transmitting antenna v^ath the receiving antenna 
of a sv^Mtching unit when a sensor unit detects a human body, and controlling a 
pov^^er source for a load. 

CONSTITUTION; When a human being in a room 1 is moved, infrared rays emitted 
from the human body are changed. The incident infrared rays are inputted into an 
infrared-ray sensor in the inside of a detecting unit 6 through a light receiving part 
10 of the unit. The change in infrared rays based on the detection of the human 
body is inputted into a detecting unit circuit as a voltage. In the detecting unit 
circuit, the voltage input from the infrared sensor based on the detection of the 
human body is received. A signal radiov^^ave for transmitting the detected state of 
the human body to a switching unit 2 is generated. The signal radiowave from a 
transmitting antenna 12 is received with a receiving antenna and inputted into the 
switching unit circuit. When the signal radiowave is received with the switching unit 
circuit, electric power is sent to a lamp 5 and the lamp 5 is lit. 
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
